since the lirst of tlie year. 

First, there have been 17 
NEW subscriptions added to 
the list since January 1, or 
an average of one each day 
during the new year so far. 
' Second, the readers ot this 
paper evidently con.sider that 
mat tney are getting their 
money’s worth for they are 
paying for their subscrip¬ 
tions, right up to date in ‘J5 
per cent of the cases. A 
good suggestion, it might be 
added, for starting the year 
aright! 


Despite the belief that there is 
a general financial depression all 
over the country and that real 
estate is very quiet, still facts 
and figures at the local city hall 
show that Sierra Madre made a 
slight but general gain in the 
building permits taken out all 
during 1929. 

The year’s total, according to 
Building Inspector Earl J. Lynde, 
was $155,030 for 1929 which 
shows an increase of $20,873 over 
the previous year. 

With the bonds voted for a new 
school building to cost between 
$150,000 and $200,000, and the 
stiong prospect lor a $100,000 
theatre and drive-in market to be 
built here soon, the year of 1930 
should make a record very pleas¬ 
ant to contemplate and furnish 
work for many laborers as well 
as a nice payroll to be passed 
around. 


Officers of the local post

Elaborate preparations are un¬ 
der way for the celebration of the 
third anniver.sary of the presen¬ 
tation of the charter to the Si¬ 
erra Madre Kiwanl.s Club with a 
banquet for member.s and their 
ladies to be held next Tue.sday 
evening at 6:45 in the Woman’s 
Club House. 

The after-dinner speaker will be 
McClellan Reed, well known lec¬ 
turer and writer of Pasadena, 
who gave such an excellent talk 
before the club here recently. His 
topic this time will be based up¬ 
on his experiences in Europe, es¬ 
pecially in Spain. This same ad- 
dre.ss has been given before other 
service clubs and has won great 
favor, it is said. There will be 
musical numbers and other enter¬ 
tainment provided. 

Charles B. Klunk conducted the 
first meeting of his term as presi¬ 
dent this Tuesday noon and ev¬ 
erything indicates a very success¬ 
ful year. The members appeared 
full of enthusiasm and clever 
repartee was kept up thruout the 
preliminary session. Rev. A .O. 
Pritchard led the singing with ex¬ 
cellent results. 

The adcire.ss of the day was 
given by Dennis H. Stovall, now 
an executive secretary of the Boy 
Scouts in South Pasadena, but 
who formerly was a resident of 
Sierra Madre. He related the 
story of one of his own books, 
“Billy the Kid," which was pub¬ 
lished just la.st November and 
already has had a sale of more 
than .50.000 copies through the 
Woolworth stores. 

Mr. Stovall was raised in the 
cattle country of the Southwest 
where the actual facts of tlie 
story took place, and he related 
the incidents with a fascinating 
manner that bespoke flr.st-hanc 
acqu.aintance with his subject 
matter, as well as an inherent 
ability to hold an audience with 
intense interest. 

Milton Steinberger, who has 
been seriously ill for several 
weeks, was reported somewhat 
improved but not able to receive 
callers.

The meeting of the board of 
directors was postponed from 
Tuesday evening to Friday even¬ 
ing of this week due to a con¬ 
flict of dates with St. Rita’s card 
party.

Sierra Madre witnessed a heavy 
influx of hikers over the week¬ 
end. The Wilson and Sturtevant 
trails remained open during the 
-storm, although the toll road to 
Mt. Wilson was closed on Thurs¬ 
day of last week. From two to 
ten feet of snow fell at various 
points along this trail and drew 
nearly 1000 hikers. Cars parked 
at the trail entrance were esti¬ 
mated at 300,- 

Forest Ranger V. P. Vetter 
Billy Murphy of Hoegee’s Camp 
and Phil Hartman of Orchard 
Camp report some damage to 
cabins from falling limbs weight¬ 
ed with snow. Telephone lines 
to the camps were cut by broken 
branches. The rush of visitors 
caused a shortage of supplies 
which kept pack trains busy. 

Mrs. Harry H. Holland, 136 W. 
lUghland, was snowed in at Hoe¬ 
gee’s camp on Sunday and was 
unable to return home until Mon¬ 
day. She reported three feet of 
snow at the camp. The trail be¬ 
tween Sturtevant camp and Mt. 
Wilson was reported blocked on 
Sunday. 

At Opids camp a fall of 5.1 
inches was reported, the most 
snow ever recorded at this point. 
In the "big storm” of 1921, the 
snow reached a depth of 44 
inches. 

J. W. Shryock, caretaker at the 
flood control dam In the Big 
Santa Anita Canyon, annoimced 
78 feet of water back of the dam 
on Wednesday. He reported a 
rise of more than four feet in 
Tuesday night's storm. 

Water commenced flowing thni 
the Little Santa Anita stream 
channel In Canyon Park early 
Wedne.sday afternoon and the sea¬ 
son’s rain passed the total for 
the same period last year. 

According to Mr. Vedder, the 
smoking ban has been lifted in 
the Angeles Forest by Superin¬ 
tendent Mendenhall. Mr. Vetter 
believes the deer will begin work¬ 
ing down from the mountains 
because of the deep snows, seek¬ 
ing feed in the foothills.

or not. Everyone mu.st re-regis¬ 
ter at least thirty days before 
the election date. An initiative ; 
petition is to be placed on tlie ■ 
November, 1930, ballot asking ’ 
that this biennial registration 
system be supplanted by a per- i 
manent system of registration 
whereby one would not have to | 
re-register unless he moved to, 
another place. j 

W. M. Kerr, county registrar of | 
voters, has appointed two local | 
deputies to assist him. Mrs. J. | 
A. Stimpfling will work the city 1 
west of Baldwin, and Miss Grace ( 
Davis will work east of Bald-1 
win. They started to register! 
voters on January 2 and will be i 
limited ^o their own territory | 
throughout the month but maj ! 
go anywhere in the county after | 
January. ! 

No person may ca.st a ballot i 
in any of the elections unless j 
he has properly registered with < 
one of the above named officials : 
or at the city hall with the clerk. ! 
at least 30 days prior to the date ! 
set for the election. The local ! 
elections will be held April 14; 

■* the primaries on August 26, and 
the general election on Novem¬ 
ber 4. 

Here in Sierra Madre, the vo- | 
ters will be a.sked to select a I 
city clerk and three councilmen. j 
Elmer A. Green was appointed 
only to All the office of clerk un¬ 
til the next election period as 
required by law. Councilmen 
Reavis, Layton and Lees were 
appointed to fill out the unex- 
plred terms of their predecessors j 
all of which end this year. . 

In order to vote for a party j 
candidate at a primary election, | 
it is necessary by law to state | 
one’s party affiliation. The re- | 
quirements for voters are that j 
they must be citizens of the ; 
United States, mu.st have lived j 
in the State for one year, and in 
the county 90 days. j 

Some very Important offices in j 
the county, state and nation arc | 
to be filled this year, such as i 
sujervlpor, assemblymen, govrr- i 
nor and United States Congress- j 
men. j

A general battle among five 
Mexicans in the rear of 30 Wind¬ 
sor Lane about 2:30 o’clock last 
Sat'.i.-day morning, resulted in the 
enrichment of the city treasury 
by .•; 00 and placed the name of 
W. 1>. Richards, local fire chiel 
an . special night police, forever 
on 'ilio record of heroes. 

I'-ie of the residents in the vi- 
ciin.y of the battle sector phoned 
the city hail that such a com- 
mo .on was going on near .her 
hon.c that no one could sleep. 
Bi;i Richards, always used to re¬ 
sponding to alarms quickly, hap¬ 
pened to be alone at that time, 
but he did not hesitate in doing 
his duty. 

Richards rushed over to the 
scene of trouble, rounded up 
single handed at the point of a 
gun, the gang of Mexicans, who 
showed signs of having looked 
too long upon wine which was 
red, and marched them all over 
to the city hall, where they were 
kept in jail until court convene ! 
that morning. 

Enos Sanchez, 169 Grove Street, 
and Max Griego and Arthur 
Hains, of 30 Windsor Lane, all 
pleaded guilty to the charge of 
disturbing the peace and paid 
tines of $25 each rather than 
spend twenty-five days in jail. 
Visente 'Varela, 45 North Lima, 
and Frank Romero, 169 Grove, 
both pleaded "not guilty" and 
were tried Monday morning, Jan. 
13, when Judge La.sater found 
Varela guilty and assessed the 
same $25 as the others paid. Ro- 
mc”o was released, however, for 
he proved to the satisfaction of 
the judge that he had just ar¬ 
rived on the scene a few minutes 
before the arrest, and had come 
after Sanchez, who lives with him. 

Only a few drops of wine were 
found in the glass jugs lying 
around the place, according to 
Chief Gordon G. McMillan. Con¬ 
siderable furniture was smashed, 
however, and the participants 
suffered "minor abrasions and 
contusions,” professionally speak¬ 
ing.

Even Sierra Madre is not im¬ 
mune from burglars and stick-up 
men, it seems. Mrs. Laura Ran¬ 
dolph, 525 Brookside Lane (Can¬ 
yon Park) realizes this, but the 
lesson cost her $20. 

Wednesday night Mrs. Randolph 
left her home about 8 o’clock and 
left the light burning on the 
front porch. When she returned 
about 10:30, she saw a man 
standing on the porch, and think¬ 
ing he was a prospective tenant 
for one of the cabins she rents, 
Mrs. Randolph did not hesitate to 
approach him. 

"I want some money” was the 
unexpected greeting of the visitor 
as he grabbed for the purse that 
-she was carrying, and Mrs. Ran¬ 
dolph did not offer resistance. He 
took out a $20 bill and threw the 
purse on the table on the porch. 
As he walked away, he stated 
that he would appreciate it if she 
would not make any noise about 
the matter. 

When Mrs. Randolph entered 
her house she found that the 
burglar had been all through it 
but had taken nothing. She did 
not dare go to a neighbor’s house 
to phone the police until a half 
hour had passed, and although 
she gave a good description of 
the man. Officers Scott and Rich¬ 
ards could find no trace of him. 
Chief McMillan checked the hotels 
but could find no clue. 


Edward A. Reynolds, aged 46 
years, passed away very suddenly 
Thursday evening, January 9, at 
his home, 271 Sturtevant Road, 
His sister. Miss Cassie Reynolds, 
who made her home with him 
was with her brother at the time 
of his death. 

A rosary service was conducted 
by B’ather Hyacinth at the Si¬ 
erra Madre Funeral Chapel at 
5 o’clock Friday afternoon, and 
immediately afterward Miss Cas¬ 
sie Reynolds accomi)ained the 
body to New York City where 
burial was held . 

Edward A. Reyno'.ds was a na¬ 
tive of New Y’’ork City where 
he leaves one brother, Thomas 
A. Reynolds, who is president of 
The National City Bank of New 
York, one of the largest banking 
institutions in the world. He is 
also survived by another sister 
besides Miss Cassie. 

Mr. Reynolds had lived in Si¬ 
erra Madre only a year and a 
half, but due to a most charming 
personality which drew all to him 
with whom he came in contact, 
he leaves a host of friends to 
deeply mourn his passing. 

He had been in his usual state 
of good health all day Thursilay 
and had made several trips down 
town. He was sitting by the fire 
place reading a magazine when 
his sister saw his head suddenly 
drop to one side and death ap¬ 
parently followed instantly. Dr. 
Krebs was summoned and pro¬ 
nounced his death due to a cere¬ 
bral hemorrhage. He had been 
suffering from high blood pres¬ 
sure for some time. 

Both Mr. and Miss Reynolds 
loved Sierra Madre devotedly and 
had been planning a trip back 
East next summer but confident¬ 
ly expected to return here again 
to make their home. They oc¬ 
cupied the “Bums Cottage” on 
Sturtevant Road where their 
many friends had frequent oc¬ 
casion to enjoy their kind hos¬ 
pitality. 


Hopes of local residents that 
a new station would be erected in 
Sierra Madre soon by the Pacific 
Electric were somewhat dampen¬ 
ed today when a crew of men 
arrived from the city, and began 
repairing the roof of the building 
that stands in the center of the 
business section. 

The city council recently agreed 
to pay half the expense of an 
underground rest room, in case a 
new station was erected, but the 
city is evidently going to be saved 
this expense for some time to 
come.

I am going to encieavoi- to place 
before the reaiier.s of tlie Sieir^ 
Madre iVew.s a little talk pueh 
■.veek, in this column, on the Why 
and wherefore of one oi the pret¬ 
tiest and most popular dowers to¬ 
day the Gladiolus, or, as most of 
us call it, the GLAD. 

We will take up the subject 
from the origination oi the Glad 
and try to take it by stages from 
the planting, through the growing 
season, the digging, storing and 
caring for, until planting time 
again. 

VVe wdll also at some future 
date take up the matter of Glad 
diseases and various tures that 
have come to us from the best 
authorities in the country. 

The subject of fertihzeis will 
be gone into and various articles 
will be given which will al.so be 
excerpts from articles written by 
well known growers and authori¬ 
ties on the subject. 

This series of articles is being 
written in the hope that 1 may 
be able to Interest more people 
in Sierra Madre in the growing of 
Glads, which will not only help 
each home in this section, but 
will make the city of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre more beautiful from the 
standpoint of flowers. 

The articles which will appe.ar 
each week will be condensed 
write-ups of articles that appear 
in the ofticial magazine of the 
.American Gladiolus Society. These 
articles will also be written so 
that they will be ea.sily under¬ 
stood by the amateur grower who 
is not interested from the point 
of commercial growing but rather 
ill making his or her home more 
attractive by the addition of the 
beauty that can only be made 
with flowers. 

To those of you who saw the 
last Glad Show at the Biitrnore 
Motel, which is an annual show 
of the Califoi-nia Gladiolus Socie¬ 
ty, no more need be said, but to 
those who have never had the 
thrill of seeing thou.sands and 
thou.sands of these beautiful flow¬ 
ers in wonderful display 1 want 
to say that I don't think there 
is anything prettier. .-Vlso when 
you can go out in your own yard 
and cut one or two dozen wonder¬ 
ful ..pilies with very little wo;k 
to grow them and see them on 
your table or in the corner of 
your room, there is a feeling ti at 
yc u h.,ve accomplished something 
tt.it is really worth while and 
that you have not had to give 
very much of your time, either. 

I should be very glad at anj 
li’ue, if our readers have any¬ 
thing they would like to ask in 
connection with the Glads, to re¬ 
ceive letters or cards with your 
questions, and 1 will try to an- 
sv.er_ them right away. If, how¬ 
ever," I cannot give you a ready 
answer I will take the question 
up at the meeting of the Cali¬ 
fornia Society and give you the 
details in the first issue of the 
paper after I receive the inform¬ 
al ion. 

The first thing that we shall 
take up is, 

WHAT IS A GLADIOLUS'.' 

The Ifower of the Gladiolus i.s 
of a spiKe. There are 6 to 3-J 
individual florets (flowers i in 
each spike, depending upon the 
variety and the size of the cortn 
(buibf planted. The flower spikes 
vary also in length and in grace¬ 
fulness from the stiff roiniai 
spike of the giandiflorus tj'pe to 
the slender graceful primuiinus 
hybrids. 

It is from the i'oliage that the 
Gladiolus receives its name, "Lit¬ 
tle Sword, ' which the ancient Ro¬ 
mans called the plants which they 
found growing wild in the lleids. 
G nerally speaking, gladioli are 
not raised from seed for in the 
course of the development of the 
flower in the hands of the hybrid- 
isst the original true breeding 
forms have become so changed 
that it is no longer possible to 
perpetuate a given variety bj 
raising it from seed. The pio- 
cess is also too .slow to be prolit- 
able as a means of increase. 

Correctly speaking, the gladio¬ 
lus is not a bulbous plant, but a 
cormacinous one. In other words 
the so-called bulb is a slioit, 
thickened stem composed of a 
number of lateral buds and usual¬ 
ly one terminal or apical bad. 
h'urthermore, the stored toofl is 
located in the stem portion and 
not in the buds themselves. A 
true bulb i.s usually considered to 
be but a single bud and the stor¬ 
ed food 13 located in the .scale 
leaves of this bud. The stem 
portion is almost entirely lacking. 

if the terminal bud of the glad¬ 
iolus corm is injured, other buds 
will develop and a flower spike 
will in all probability be pro¬ 
duced. In the case of a true 
bulb, similar injury means the 
loss of the flower .spike. 

Like the potato, the corm may 
be cut in portions and each por¬ 
tion will grow, u.sually, if a part 
of the roots are cut with the 
portion of the bulb. This is a 
procedure sometimes followed in 
the case of rare varieties when 
it is desired to secure a greater 
number of comis than occur nat¬ 
urally. Little is gained in the 
long run and the practice i.s 
rarely employed. 

In large corms and in certain 
varieties several buds will devel¬ 
op thus producing two or more 
flower siJikes, and many new 
corms. Primuiinus, or the small- 
hooded type varieties are as a 
general rule more prone to this 
habit than other types. The age 
of the corm ha.s also something 
to do with this point. 

If we save the small conns 
which are termed cormels, we 
may plant them in the .spring and

After a decade of fluctuating 
agricultural income, California 
last year approached the high 
standard established during the 
World War with a total farm 
return of $553,249,000, according 
to preliminary figures ju.st re¬ 
leased by the F’cderal-State Co¬ 
operative Crop Reporting Service 
at Sacramento. This total, in¬ 
cludes the value of all impoit- 
ant crops, and is the highest in¬ 
come received by California 
farmers since 1919, and exceeds 
the 1928 total by over $42,000,000. 

An analysis of the 1929 crop 
record in California brings to 
light some interesting trend.s in 
the agricultural progress of the 
Golden State. 

It was found that fruit crops, 
with the exception of citrus, were 
far below normal in yield due 
to heavy frost early in the spring 
but in spite of the short crop, 
the income for this class of 
crops was the highest on record, 
or $261,454,000. Citrus income 
dropped somewhat from the past 
four year level, but deciduous 
fruits and grapes were higher 
both in unit value and total in¬ 
come. Walnuts brought $12,208,- 
000 . 

"The return for field crops was 
the highest since 1920, totalling 
$201,268,000. Crops in this clas¬ 
sification are increasing in im¬ 
portance. particularly cotton, 
which assumed fifth place in val¬ 
ue in the California crop scheme 
with a return of $20,540,000 for 
lint and $2,986,000 for seed. The 
tame hay, which includes alfalfa, 
and grain hays, brouglit the 
greate.st income of any crop in 
California last year. The crop 
was valued at $84,919,000, which 
exceeded the return for orange.s 
by over $5,00,000. Bean prices 
were very .sati.sfactory. and the 
crop brought over $25,000,00 to 
the state. 

Truck crops also broke all in¬ 
come records in 1929, returning 
growers $80,499,000 as compared 
with $74,958,000 in 1928. Crops 
in this classification have showm 
a surprising gain during the past 
decade; in fact, it is the oily 
group which has shown a con¬ 
sistent yearly increase in both 
total anti unit Income. In 1910, 
vegetables produced in California 
were valued at only $33,411,000. 
Last year, lettuce was the fourth 
crop in value in California, with 
a farm value of $22,990,000. 
Cantaloupes returned $13,292,000.
